Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The DVD entitled Barely Legal39 is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have attained 
the age of 18 years. 

The DVD is an adult sex publication focusing on the explicit presentation of young women 
engaged in sex. The DVD was submitted by the Secretary for Internal Affairs under sl3(l)(b) of 
the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act) to determine whether it 
was objectionable in terms of s3 of the FVPC Act. The publication depicts sexual activity 
involving young women of about 18 and 19 years in age and somewho present as older. Nothing 
in the publication alludes to the women in the feature to being younger than this and in fact, most 
scenes verbally describe the women as being 18. The DVD does not therefore promote or 
support, or tend to promote or support, the exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes in 
terms of s3(2) of the FVPC Act. 

The unrestricted availability of this publication would be injurious to the public good given the 
manner in which the film deals with matters of sex. Injury lies in the publication's explicit 
treatment of sex which is aimed at an adult audience who are likely to have the maturity and 
experience to deal with sexually explicit material. The publication also clearly exploits the sexual 
attraction of women in their late teens to viewers of adult sex publications, presenting these young 
women as having voracious sexual appetites. 

The Classification Office has considered the effects of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 on 
the application of the classification criteria. A restriction to adults reflects the concerns of a free 
and democratic society to limit the availability of publications that deal with sex in a manner that is 
likely to be injurious to children and young people. This is a reasonable and justified limitation to 
the freedom of expression. 
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
